| have spent time in LT & 15T meetings. I've had the opportunity to meet with Kindergarten and give them an overview of the
program. I've also participated in their collaborative planning meetings. Kindergarten has their math block in the morning (9:30-
11:00). So lwill be implementing the lessons starting next week (W4) during math. I've worked to make the Analysis TASS resource
(for explicitly teaching this skill) available on Curriculum 2.0 more comprehensible for students. I've also been working to make all
the lessons in A Sense of Wonder more comprehensible. For a quick example, on the Persistence poster it is defined using the
words “diligence” & “determination” —both need to be defined to ensure this poster isvaluable resource for students. Even for
ingquisitive, the words: curious, explore, & wonder —they're big, small words that can’t be assumed asbackground knowledge. So,
it's taking me a little bit of time. My ESOL and UDL background wants to ensure I've anticipated and removed as many potential
barriers as possible for our young & able learner :)

I'm very, very excited to get into the Kindergarten classrooms and begin implementing the PTD lessons!!
